Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  of  Public  Health  in  the  Urban  District  of  Frinton  and 
Walton  for  the  year  1961,  having  relieved  Dr.  Pearce  in  July. 
The  Report  includes  that  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the 
same  period. 

The  state  of  the  public  health  remains  very  • 
satisfactory.  The  increased  number  of  infectious  disease 
cases  over  the  previous  year  is  due  to  the  epidemic  of  measles 
which  has  been  common  to  nearly  all  other  county  districts. 

There  has  also  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
dysentery  cases.  These  cases  were  all  of  the  mild  Sonne  type 
and  occurred  mainly  during  the  summer  months  amongst  young 
children,  who  are  apt  to  spread  the  disease  rapidly  amongst 
themselves.  The  outbreak  was  quickly  brought  under  control 
by  careful  attention  to  matters  of  hygiene  in  the  schools  and 
in  the  patients'  homes. 

The  immunisation  of  children  in  the  clinics  against 
Poliomyelitis,  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  continues  at  a 
satisfactory  rate  and  vaccination  against  Smallpox  is  also  well 
accepted. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  the  figures  given  in  the 
table  below  showing  the  percentage  of  persons  in  the  age  groups 
indicated  who  have  been  vaccinated  or  immunised  as  at  31st 
December,  I96I.  The  acceptance  rate  for  Essex  is  thus  seen  to 
be  very  satisfactory  compared  with  the  National  average,  but 
there  is  no  room  for  complacency.

The  need  for  an  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  is 
becoming  greater  as  time  goes  on  and  development  of  the  district 
increases o Attention  was  drawn  to  this  matter  in  previous 
Annual  Deports  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  not  be  too  long 
before  a suitable  applicant  for  the  post  is  appointed. 
Considerable  strain  is  being  felt  by  the  Department  owing  to  the 
rapidly  increasing  work  and  the  Public  Health  Inspector  is  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  way  he  has  been  able  to  maintain  a 
satisfactory  service  to  the  public,  but  this  state  of  affairs 
cannot  go  on  indefinitely.  Further  efforts  no  doubt  will  be 
made  to  advertise  the  cost  which  is  now  being  offered. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  the  several  new  sewage 
schemes  are  getting  under  way,  particularly  those  for  Walton, 
Kirby  and  Great  Holland,  and  that  ultimately  sea  outfalls  of 
only  partially  treated  or  crude  sewage  will  be  discontinued, 
which  must  result  in  cleaner  beaches  and  a cessation  of 
complaints,  it  is  hoped,  from  both  visitors  and  residents  during 
the  summer  months. 

Camping  sites  throughout  the  area  are  being  modernised 
where  necessary  and  the  standard  of  hygiene  required  under  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960,  has  been 
maintained  during  the  period  under  review. 

Progress  has  been  made  with  the  provision  of  new 
houses  and  a little  slum  clearance  has  been  carried  out,  with 
plans  to  do  much  more  in  the  future,  particularly  in  Walton,  and 
this  work  will  be  expedited  by  the  appointment  of  an  Additional 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

I would  like,  in  conclusion,  to  express  my  gratitude 
to  the  Council,  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  Officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  co-operation  and  advice  during  the  year  and  to 
the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  my  thanks  for  their 
excellent  and  devoted  work.

VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  Registrar  General's  Preliminary  Report  of  the 
1981  Census  shows  that  the  population  has  increased  since  last 
year  by  101  based  on  the  estimate  for  i960. 

The  birth  rate  has  increased  to  13*3  which  is  some 
four  points  below  the  national  figure.  The  infantile 
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mortality  rate  is  lower  this  year  at  28.8  which  is  however 
still  higher  than  the  national  level.  This  figure  tends  to 
fluctuate  considerably  from  year  to  year  owing  to  the  birth 
rate  being  well  below  the  national  average. 

The  death  rate  at  15 • 3 is  higher  and  therefore  over 
three  points  above  the  national  figure,  reflecting  the  above 
average  number  of  old  people  residing  in  the  district .

WATER  SUPPLY 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  water  supplied  to  the 
district  was  obtained  from  the  Dedham  Pumping  Station  of  the 
Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks  Company,  with  some  assistance  from 
the  Company's  subsidiary  sources  at  Lawford  during  the  summer 
peak  period. 

The  quantity  of  water  supplied  to  the  Frinton  and 
Walton  district  in  the  12  months  ended  31st  December,  1961 , 
amounted  to  193*215  million  gallons,  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  0.529  million  gallons,  with  a peak  of  0.797 
million  gallons  per  day. 

The  total  quantity  taken  for  domestic  purposes 
during  the  year  was  I6O.I89  million  gallons,  an  average  daily 
consumption  of  0.439  million  gallons.  The  total  amount  taken 
through  trade  meters  was  33-026  million  gallons,  an  average 
daily  consumption  of  0.090  million  gallons. 

The  total  number  of  connections  (domestic  and  trade) 
made  in  the  year  to  the  Company's  mains  in  the  Urban  District, 
amounted  to  247* 

Approximately  2,129  yards  of  new  mains  of  3"  and  4" 
diameter  have  been  laid  in  the  Frinton  and  Walton  district 
during  the  year. 


A number  of  cottages  in  Kirby-1 e-Soken  obtain  water 
from  an  underground  stream  which  is  piped  from  a collecting 
point  to  standpipes  in  the  main  street  of  the  Village.  The 
water  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 


A few  houses  in  the  rural  area  rely  for  domestic 
water  on  private  wells  which  are  kept  under  observation  and 
the  water  sampled  from  time  to  time. 
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During  1961,  routine  samples  ox  water  were  sent  for 
bacteriological  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
in  Ipswich.  Satisfactory  findings  were  reported  in  all 
cases .

COMPOST 

Compost  production  at  the  Kirby- le-Soken  Sewage  Works 
was  continued  during  1961,  and  some  20  tons  of  the  material 
sold  to  local  residents  for  £57 » Production  expansion  is 
dependant  upon  the  provision  of  mechanical  aids  for  mixing  and 
turning  the  material,  and  of  additional  labour.  At  the 
present  time,  hand  operations  only  are  employed  by  a workman 
who  is  only  able  to  give  a few  hours  weekly  to  the  work. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

Following  representations,  a grit  and  dust  arrester 
was  provided  during  the  year  to  a boiler  chimney  of  a factory 
in  Walt on-on-Naze.  There  are  only  two  factories  in  the  area 

which  could  give  rise  to  nuisance  conditions,  and  both  are 
now  provided  with  installations  to  prevent  air  pollution.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  reinstatement  of  the  Walt on-on-Naze  sea  outfall 
at  East  Terrace  was  completed,  and  is  now  working 
satisfactorily. 

Approval  was  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  for  the  Council's  proposals  for  new  trunk 
sewers  in  the  Hall  Lane  and  Churchfield  Road  areas  of  Walton, 
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and  tenders  were  invited  for  the  work  which  should  commence 
during  1962. 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineer  submitted  his 
proposals  in  connection  with  new  sewage  disposal  works  at 
77alton-on-Naze  and  for  temporary  works  at  Great  Holland,  and 
these  were  approved  by  the  Council  and  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government . 

Heavy  rainfall  at  certain  times  of  the  year  did 
again  produce  overloading  in  sections  of  the  sewerage  system 
and  such  conditions  also  caused  difficulties  at  the  Kirby-le- 
Soken  sewage  disposal  works. 

The  Council  approved  the  long  term  policy  for  the 
sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  of  the  district. 


RIVERS  Al'TD  STREAM  POLLUTION 

It  is  necessary  to  reiterate  what  was  reported 
during  i960,  namely,  that  the  condition  of  Kirby  Stream  should 
be  closely  watched  in  the  knowledge  that  the  effluent  from 
already  overloaded  sewage  works  discharges  into  it.  The 
Stream  was  last  cleansed  in  1959 • 

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS

PORT  SANITATION

SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

Some  59  inspections  of  shop  premises  were  made  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950’  Defects  to  lighting 
and  ventilation  of  rooms,  and  staff  sanitary  and  hand-washing 
facilities,  were  rectified  following  informal  action.  Plans 
of  proposed  new  shops  are  checked  when  submitted  for  Building 
Byelaw  approval,  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Act. 

THE  PESTS  ACT,  1954 

Further  action  in  the  destruction  of  rabbits  and 
wood  pigeons  on  Council-owned  land  was  undertaken  by  the 
North  East  Essex  Rabbit  Clearance  Society,  of  which  the 
Council  is  a Member. 

Assistance  was  also  given  by  the  Society  in  an 
attempt  to  trap  and  control  feral  pigeons  harbouring  and 
breeding  in  high  buildings  in  Print on-on-S ea . 

ESSEX  COUNTY  COUNCIL  ACT,  1952  - HOUSEBOATS 

With  the  Council’s  consent,  given  subject  to  the 
maintenance  by  owners  of  satisfactory  sanitary  conditions,  13 
houseboats  were  moored  in  and  adjoining  the  Yacht  Club  Tidal 
Basin,  '7alt on-on-Naze . The  majority  of  Houseboats  are  used 

by  owners  as  holiday  accommodation  during  the  summer  months.

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CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CAMPING 


Caravan  Sites  provided  accommodation  for  some  1,680 
caravans  during  1961.  There  are  8 sites  in  '7alton-on-Naze 
and  1 small  site  in  Kirby-le*-Soken.  All  are  holiday  caravan 
sites,  provided  with  main  drainage,  mains  water  supply  and 
water-borne  sanitation-  Effective  sanitary  control  of  sites 
is  secured  by  Licence  Conditions  and  in  general  there  was 
little  cause  for  complaint  during  the  year.  Additional 
s nit ary  blocks  were  provided  on  some  sites,  and  improvements 
to  existing  toilets  on  other  sites  were  carried  out  during  the 
close  season.  Refuse  was  regularly  and  frequently  removed 
from  sites  by  the  Council’s  Collection  Vehicles,  at  the  expense 
of  site  operators. 

In  implementing  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  i960,  the  Council  has  introduced  Licence 
Conditions  based  largely  on  the  Model  Standards.  In 
consequence,  sanitary  facilities  have  been  increased  on  some 
sites  to  serve  a reduced  number  of  caravanners. 

Before  a Site  Licence  is  granted,  discussions  with 
the  Operator  at  Committee  level  are  arranged  followed  by  an 
inspection  of  the  site.  This  arrangement  has  been  welcomed 
and  appreciated  by  Operators  who  have  responded  by  largely 
co-operating  with  the  Council  in  securing  improved  conditions 
on  caravan  sites. 


"Overnight  camping  on  roadside  verges  is  rapidly 
becoming  a problem,  particularly  in  Great  Holland  where  wide 
grass  verges  adjoining  the  main  highway  attract  motorists  who 
park  their  cars  and  pitch  and  use  tents  for  one  or  more  nights, 
leading  to  the  soiling  of  verges  and  adjacent  land  by  faecal 
matter  and  the  indiscriminate  dumping  of  food  wrappings, 
rubbish  and  litter.  Although  not  the  highway  authority,  the 

Council  was  compelled  in  the  interests  of  the  district  to 
arrange  from  time  to  time  for  the  scavenging  of  the  verges  and 
the  removal  of  obnoxious  matter.  Some  method  of  controlling 
roadside  camping  is  very  necessary,  in  the  interests  of  both 
public  health  and  amenity." 

The  above  quoted  comments  were  made  in  the  Annual 
Reoort  for  1959*  A similar  oosition  obtained  during  the 
summer  seasons  of  i960  and  1961  aggravated  to  some  extent  by 
the  stationing  on  the  verges  of  a few  caravans  for  short  periods. 
No  effective  remedy  has  yet  been  found  to  control  this  type 
of  roadside  camping.

MILK  SUPPLY 

The  milk  supply  for  the  area  is  obtained  from  local 
dairy  farms,  and  Dairy  Companies  having  premises  outside  the 
Urban  District.  There  is  one  registered  dairy  in  Print cn-on- 
Sea,  the  building,  plant  and  equipment,  and  arrangements  for 
the  pasteurization,  handling  and  distribution  of  milk  being 
satisfactory.

ICE-CREAM 

There  were  76  registered  Vendors  of  ice-cream  on  the 
register  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Soft  mix  ice-cream  has  now  been  introduced  into  the 
area.  A pasteurised  mix  is  fed  into  a specially  designed 
and  constructed  mixing  and  freezing  unit,  which  also  dispenses 
for  sale  the  soft  mix  cream  after  manufacture.  Considerable 
care  is  required  in  handling  the  mix  during  preparation,  and 
in  the  efficient  sterilization  of  the  many  parts  of  the  unit 
which  come  into  contact  with  the  ice-cream,  in  order  to  prevent 
contamination  and  vendors  have  been  advised  accordingly. 


BAKEHOUSES 

Regular  inspections  were  made  of  the  8 bakehouses 
in  the  Urban  District.  Miscellaneous  improvements  were 
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carried  out  as  a result  of  informal  action,  including  floor 
and  wall  tiling  and  the  provision  of  improved  natural  lighting 
and  ventilation  arrangements  at  a bakery  in  Walt on-on-Naze. 
There  are  no  underground  bakeries  in  the  area. 


POOD  HYGIENE 

The  important  matter  of  food  hygiene  in  foodshops 
and  catering  premises  continues  to  receive  attention.  Advice 
and  instruction  on  food  hygiene  techniques  were  given  to  food 
handlers,  and  premises  were  visited  for  this  purpose  in 
addition  to  the  normal  routine  visits  of  inspection  to  food 
and  catering  premises. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Modern  rear-loading  collection  vehicles  are  used  for 
the  removal  of  refuse.  A regular  weekly  service  is  under- 
taken at  all  dwelling-houses,  and  trade  refuse  is  removed  from 
business  premises  by  arrangement  with  Managements.  Special 
refuse  collections  are  undertaken  during  the  summer  season 
from  camping  sites,  hotels,  restaurants  and  the  larger 
boarding-houses . 

Income  from  all  sources  in  respect  of  refuse 
collection,  removal  and  disposal,  amounted  to  £913. 

Under  the  Council fs  Dustbins  Scheme,  90  new  sanitary 
dustbins  were  provided  in  replacement  of  defective  bins  at 
dwelling-houses.  19  new  dustbins  were  otherwise  provided 
following  informal  action. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  controlled  tipping  of  refuse  was  continued 
satisfactorily  on  land  in  Malting ' s Lane,  Kirby-le-Soken. 
Anti-rodent  and  insect  measures  were  regularly  undertaken 
during  the  year. 

Refuse  disposal  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  Bath 
House  Meadow,  Dalton- on-N a z e was  completed  during  the  early 
part  of  the  year,  and  the  level  of  the  Meadow  raised 
sufficiently  for  its  development  as  a car  park  and  recreation 
ground . 
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STREET  CLEANSING

The  provision  of  additional  litter  "bins  and  baskets 
throughout  the  area,  together  with  local  anti-litter  publicity, 
brought  about  a useful  improvement  in  the  seasonal  litter 
problem. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  scheme  referred  to  last  year  for  the  major 
reconstruction  and  additions  to  conveniences  facing  the  Pier 
at  Walton-on-Naze  was  commenced.  An  approved  scheme  for 
additions  to  conveniences  at  the  Southcliff  Promenade  was 
deferred  until  the  end  of  the  19^2  season. 

Extensions  were  completed  at  the  Kiosk  Field 
Conveniences,  Print on-on-Sea,  and  to  the  ladies  convenience  at 
Eastcliff,  Walton-on-Naze | improvements  to  the  gents 
convenience  at  Eastcliff,  Walton-on-Naze  have  been  approved 
and  will  be  carried  out  in  1962, 

Free  hand-rinsing  facilities  have  been  introduced  in 
some  conveniences.
